The Miracle 


The world knows something of 
what has been called “The Ger- 
man miracle.” 


At war’s end in 1945 Germany 
was destroyed and destitute. 
Americans who were among the 
soldiers who conquered the coun- 
try cannot even now believe that 
the towns they saw, battered 
and broken, have been rebuilt and 
expanded. But they have been. 
From nothing in 1945 the Ger- 
man industry machine was pro- 
ducing, in 1960, two and a half 
times as much as 25 years pre- 
viously. 


From the autobahn one may 
see it. 


After Essen we came by Duis- 
burg. The smoke of her many 
works was in the sky. This 
city is where the German steel 
industry might be said to have 
been born. It lies at the mouth of 
the Ruhr. Coal from the Ruhr, 
iron ore from Germany and 
Sweden, and lunber from. the 
south of Germany flowed to it. 


Dusseldorf, which is called ‘“The 
desk of the Ruhr,”’ because most 
of the offices of the ‘‘Ruhr bar- 
ons’ are there, is perhaps the 
most dramatically restored city 
in Germany. Its gleaming, mod- 
ernistic skyscrapers reach high. 
Its main shopping street, Konig’s 
Allee, has all the glitter and rich- 
ness of Fifth Avenue and none 
of the occasional stretches of 
cheapness. Its parks and its tree- 
shaded streets, its planned resto- 
ration, give it a beauty few cities 
possess. 


Industries 


Right and left, from the auto- 
bahn, we saw smokestacks and 
massed industries. The traffic was 
mostly trucks, through which the 
many other small cars threaded 
their way. The constant thunder of 
speeding trucks, the stench of die- 
sel exhaust, and the license plates 
from The Netherlands, France 
and Italy all testified to the pro- 
duction and movement of goods. 
So did the rail lines along which 
hurried freight cars from France 
and other member countries of 
the coal and steel group. 


Leverkusen, where sprawls the 
vast Bayer chemical works; Co- 
logne, center of banking and in- 
surance firms; Frankfurt’s huge 
airport and her many industrial 
plants, including General Motors 
works; Ludwigshafen and Mann- 
heim, a twin city across the river, 
the center of a huge complex 
of chemicals and associated in- 
dustries, were the largest along 
the way. 


But there was the paradox. In 
between these monuments to the 
industrial and consumer revolu- 
tion were the small: farms. On 
some of them oxen were pulling 
plows guided by women. On many 
of them the farmers were putting 
out manure, 


And then the way led to Heidel- 
berg, the ancient city on the 
Neckar River, which was lucky 
enough to be a university city 
without important industries, and 
s0 escaped the ravage of war. 

The ‘‘Wunderkinder’’ and their 
miracle are plain enough. But 
more and more the struggle jis 
in the minds of men. And this, 
when one thinks of it, is a curious 
thing because the Soviet program 


\is of the most ruthless pragma-

Georgia’s next gubernatorial candidates will be 
asked by the Georgia Education Association to offer “‘a 
four-year plan” for raising state teachers’ salaries to 
the national average, Frank M. Hughes, GEA executive 
secretary, indicated here Friday. 


Hughes, in a general report to 
a Fifth District GEA meeting at 
‘Grady High School, said teachers 
should not have to face “‘a yearly 
crisis.” A four-year plan, he said, 
would eliminate “‘having to go to 
the Legislature every time.”

Raise More Local Funds, 
Vandiver Tells Schools

ATHENS—Gov. Ernest Vandiver warned Georgia school leaders 
Friday night they must raise more education funds locally to treat 


children and teachers fairly. 


State funds for schools have 
gone up eight times as much as 
local contributions in recent 
years, Vandiver said. 


“Unquestionably, this gap 
should be narrowed,”’ Vandiver 
admonished members of the Geor- 
gia Association of School Boards 
in a speech prepared for delivery 
at their convention banquet. 


An additional $90 million in 
state funds has brought an in- 
crease of only $11 mililon in 
county and city funds during the 
past eight years, the governor de- 
clared. 


“Until we do substantially bet- 
ter on the local level than we are 
doing now, we are not going to 
do right by our children and by 
our teachers,’”’ he added. 


During the course of _ the 
speech, Vandiver also said that 
“Georgia should rank around 20th 
in the nation in teacher pay, but 
due to the failure of local sup- 
port, she ranks 40th.”’ 


Although local support has 
lagged, Vandiver said, the state's 
effort has increased despite the 


fact that he refused to raise 
taxes. 


“In the past two fiscal years, 
we will have applied an addi- 
tional $30 million in savings and 
income alone to increase all 
phases of education,’’ he reported. 


The money came from Vandi-

is $5,215, as compared with Geor- 
gia’s $4,078 average. 


“We are already below the na- 
tional average by $1,137,’’ Hughes 
said. ‘The national average has 
been increasing about 3 per cent 
per year. Four years from now 
the national teaching pay average 
will be between $5,700 and $5,800. 
That means it will take an in- 
crease of from $375 to $400 per 
year per Georgia teacher to meet 
that. 


“If gubernatorial candidates do 
not have a four-year plan to offer 
us, the GEA will suggest one: for 
them.”’ 


Hughes also reported to Fifth 
District delegates that the GEA 
is currently surveying teachers 
over the state and expects its en- 


‘rollment of 96 per cent to rise to 


99 per cent within the next six 
weeks.

Paris, Tunis 
Settle Feud 
At Bizerte 


BIZERTE Tunisia (AP) — 
France signed an agreement with 
Tunisia Friday night providing for 
a return to cqnditions that pre- 
vailed in the Bizerte area before 
bloody fighting broke out betwen 
forces of the two nations last July. 


The agreement stipulates that 
French soldiers will be pulled 
back from sectors they have been 
occupying in Bizerte City and the 
surrounding countryside. French 
officials emphasized that France 
will retain full access to roads 
linking the big French military 
base with the city. 


The preliminary agreement 
opens the way for renewal of dip- 
lomatic relations between the two 
countries. This would permit ne- 
gotiations on a timetable for evac- 
uation of the Bizerte naval base 
by the French. 


French President Charles de 
Gaulle has said France cannot 
give up the base immediately in 
view of the tense international 
situation. Tunisian President Ha- 
bib Bourguiba has in turn said 
he will not insist on immediate 
evacuation as long as the world 
situation is dangerous. 


After French troops return to 
the base, both sides will consider 
that the situation has returned to 
that which existed before the

TOKYO (UPI) — Premier Ni- 
kita S. Khrushchev Friday reject- 
ed Prime Minister Hayato Ike- 
da’s personal appeal to. stop nu- 
clear testing and warned that 
the presence of American troops 
in Japan could subject this coun- 
try to Soviet attack if nuclear 
war erupts over Berlin. 


The rejection and warning came 
in. a personal message from 
Khrushchev to Ikeda. It was one 
of.the most threatening he has 
yet sent to the pro-Western Ja- 
panese government. 


An official Soviet government 
statement also was received. It 
rejected the ‘“‘halt-the-tests’’ ap- 
peal and warned of the inherent 
dangers to Japan of the Ameri- 
can bases. 


The Japanese government re- 

jected both notes. It said Russia 
is trying to shift the blame on 
the West to whip up world opin- 
ion. 


Both Khrushchev’s message and 
the official Kremlin statement re- 
peated Soviet protests against Ja- 
pan’s close military, diplomatic 
and eonomic ties with the United 
States and its continued cool at- 
titude toward Moscow. 


Khrushchev accused Ikeda of 
turning Japan ‘‘into advanced mil- 
itary bases” where ‘‘foreign rock- 
et installations are being con- 
structed” for use against Russia 
and its Asiatic allies, Communist 
China and North Korea. 

“No one can guarantee that 
American bases in Japan will 
not be turned against the Soviet 
Union,” Khrushchev said.

Autobahn Is Free, 
U.S. Warns Soviet 


BERLIN (?}—The United States was reported Fri- 
day to have stressed firmly to the Soviet Union that the 
U.S. Army has the right to send any vehicles it likes 
along the autobahn lifeline between West Germany and 
Communist-surrounded Berlin. 


Informed sources said the U.S. 
commandant in Berlin, Maj. Gen. 
Albert Watson II, made the as- 
sertion Tuesday in a talk with the 
Soviet commander in East Berlin, 
Col. Andrei I, Solovyev. 


A U.S. spokesman said Watson 
discussed the detention of two 
American soldiers on the auto- 
bahn Sept. 21. The two, PFC 
Lawrence D. Edgar of San Bruno, 
Calif., and PFC Rocco F. Toman- 
io, of Danbury, Conn., were held 
up by East German police for 
six hours while traveling in their 
privately owned car from Berlin 
to Helmstedt, where they are 
stationed. 


U.S. CITES RULES 


Watson sent a strong protest to 
the Russians the next day, calling 
the delay a breach of four-power 
rules that military travelers on 
the autobahns can be controlled 
only by the Russians themselves. 


The Army added that its jeep 
patrols to assist military travel- 
ers were being increased. Infor- 
mants said this brought a protest 
from the Soviet Union, which 
claimed that resuming autobahn 
patrols would violate long-stand- 
ing practice. At this, Watson 
called on Solovyev to reassert the 
Army’s rights in this field.

HIS KING BOWS 


-Hammarskjold 
Given Royal Rites 


By EDDY GILMORE 
UPPSALA, Sweden (?}—Dag Hammarskjold, secre- 


| tary-general of the United Nations, was buried at his 


boyhood home Friday with honors heretofore given in 


Sweden only to royalty. 
Regal simplicity marked the 

last journey of the aloof and dedi- 

cated diplomat. who traveled so 


many miles in the cause of world 


peace and the United Nations. 


Wrapped in the blue and gold 
flag of his native Sweden, his cof- 
fin at the end held but a single 
wreath. It was that of his king, 
Gustaf VI Adolf. 


As the slanting sun set over the 
land, an order went out from the 
government for a nationwide mo- 
ment of silence. 


Everything—cars, trains, fac- 
tories, ships and people—came to 
a halt. 


Men from all over the world 
paid homage in Uppsala’s 700- 
year-old Lutheran cathedral to the 
secretary-general who lost his life 
with 15 others in a plane crash 
on Sept. 18 while flying on a 
Congo peace mission. 

U.S. Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson expressed what probably 
was in the hearts of millions 
everywhere when he said: ‘The 
name of Dag Hammarskjold has 
entered history—and history con- 


fers its highest honors for heroes 
of peace.” 


Members and representatives of 
foreign governments, U.N. offi- 
cials, diplomats, friends and rela- 
tives of the Hammarskjold family 
and high Swedish officials were 
among the 2,000 guests who filled 
the huge cathedral. 


King Gustav VI Adolf and 
Queen Louise walked slowly be- 
fore the hushed crowd to the un- 
adorned coffin, over which hung 
the Swedish flag. 


The king stopped and bowed 
deeply—a unique tribute from a 
monarch to a commoner. The 
queen followed and she too bowed 
to the bier. They stood for a long 
time. 

There were so many flowers 
that their fragrance filled the 
starkly Gothic cathedral. 


Then, with trembling hands, the 
81-year-old archbishop-emeritus of 
Sweden, the Most Rev. Erling 
Ejiden, took over. 


The same churchman presided 
over the funeral of Hammar- 
skjold’s distinguished father, Hjal- 
mar, who died in 1953,

WASHINGTON—President Kennedy has now 
completed his team of foreign and defense pol- 
icy experts and it’s about as competent, un- 


dramatic and non-partisan an outfit as ever served in Washington. 
Nobody in the coming political battles over foreign policy will ever 
be able to say that this crowd was picked for its political or personal 


flair. 

This week, the President chose 
John A. McCone, a California Re- 
publican and chairman of ex- 
President Ejisenhower’s Atomic 
Energy Commission, to replace 
Allen W. Dulles as head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

The day before he nominated 
William C. Foster, a Washington 
Republican, to head the new U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. : 

Last week Fowler Hamilton, a 
New York Democrat, was named 
director of the new agency for in- 
ternational development but only 
after Kennedy’s first choice, 
George D. Woods, Republican, 
board chairman of the First Bos- 
ton Corp., withdrew from the 
race. 

And these appointments fol- 
lowed by only a few days the 
President’s appointment of Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, an active Repub- 
lican and close personal friend of 
Eisenhower, to be the U.S. diplo- 
matic representative in Berlin. 

These men will work closely 
with the three top cabinet mem- 
bers of the National Security 
Council: Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, who is as non-political as 
any man from Georgia can be; 
Secretary of Defense Robert Mc- 
Namara, a political switch-hitter, 
who was president of the Ford 
Motor Co., and Secretary of the 
Treasury C. Douglas Dillon, a 
Republican from 
New Jersey and Wall Street. 


The other day, James A. Wechs- 
ler, a reformed editorial writer 
on the New York Post, reported 
after a visit to the White House, 
that Kennedy was hopping mad 
over recent Republican criticisms 
of his foreign policy and was plan- 
ning a thermonuclear attack on 
the GOP in the next session of 
Congress. 

If so, he will enter the battle 
with a goodly company of solid 
men who have met some of the 
fattest payrolls in the land. In ad- 
dition to the aforementioned, the 
President has Arthur Dean, an- 
other Republican and former law 
partner of John Foster Dulles, as 
his disarmament negotiator, and 
even his famous staff of intellec- 
tual liberals in the White House 
is headed by McGeorge Bundy, 
a member of that almost extinct 
breed, a Republican faculty mem- 
ber at Harvard. 

Kennedy's security team as a 
whole has the respect of Capitol 
Hill as it has the confidence of 
the President. It is not made up 
of great personalities. In fact, the 
foreign offices of the world today 
seem to be headed by a new 
breed of unspectacular and even 
slightly dim efficiency experts— 
Rusk in Washington, Gromyko in 
Moscow, Home in London, Von 
Brentano in Bonn, Couve de Mur- 
ville in Paris — but by virtue of 
the fact that Kennedy’s team is 
both competent and unspectacu- 
lar, it is difficult to attack.

as any troops he might order into 
action were concerned..

After a cabinet meeting lasting 
through most of Thursday night, 
Nasser ordered 2,000 paratroopers 
to Syria by plane Friday morn- 
ing. They were to land behind 
Latakia, Syria’s principal sea- 
port. The move was hardly under 
way, however, when fighting 
broke out on the ground after the 
first 100 troops had landed. The 
airlift was called off and the 
troop-carrying planes still in the 
air were ordered back to their 
Egyptian base. 


“It was not my aim to go into 
battle with the U.A.R. army,” 
Nasser told the public. ‘I ordered 
the troops not to shoot but to 
submit to the army general in 
command.” 


QUESTIONS REMAIN 


Reportedly, the 100 men who 
landed quickly surrendered. 


Nasser’s address, which was 
the only official pronouncement 
here Friday, left several ques- 
tions unanswered. He did not dis- 
close the destiny of the large 
number of Egyptian troops now 
intermingled with Syrians in the 
U.A.R.’s first army in Syria. The 
army there is said to be equipped 
with a large share of the U.A.R.’s 
armor and mechanized equip- 
ment. 


He declared that the U.A.R. 
must ‘‘continue a fortress of 
Arab nationalism’’ regardless of 
what happens in Syria, but he 
did not explain how the U.A.R. 
could remain in_ existence if 
Syria defected, leaving Egypt the 
only remaining member of the 
union. The kingdom of Yemen 
joined the U.A.R. after the Syrian 
merger as a member of the fed- 
eration of Arab states, but the 
association has been a loose one. 


It was plain to some observers 
that Nasser directed his appeal 
to the Syrian masses, when he 
said his administration had lifted 
out of slavery to the world of 
freedom and dignity. 


POINTS TO GAINS 


“In the past four years I’ve 
spent most of my time solving 
the problems of Syria,’’ he said, 
pointing out that the social gains 
that might have been expected 
to take 10 years to accomplish 
had been done in less than four. 
The merger was proclaimed Feb. 
1, 1958. He said his recent na- 
tionalization and socialization laws 
had guaranteed workers against 
discharge without reason, pro- 
vided for profit-sharing, given 
workers for the first time repre- 
sentation on the board of direc- 
tors of companies in which the 
government is a partner. 


“T trust the Syrian people will 
not give up the rights they have 
achieved in the last four years,” 
he declared. 


NO COMMON BARRIER 


Cairo sources offered no com- 
prehensive picture of develop- 
ments in Syria, but there was 
little effort to minimize the crisis 
dimensions of the situation. And 
with Nasser’s decision to call off 
the Latakia invasion it was as- 
sumed that he acknowledged in- 
surgent control of the port and 
the consequent difficulties any in- 
vading force would have. 


Egypt and Syria have no com- 
mon border. The state of Israel, 
which the U.A.R does not recog- 
nize, stands between the U.A.R 
regions so that the air and sea 
approaches are the only means 
of transport. 


Kuzbari, known as a brilliant 
lawyer and right-wing politician, 
was quoted by the radio as saying 
his government is “a product of 
the revolution backed by the wish 
of the people.’’ 


PROMISES ELECTIONS 


The new premier and his Cab- 
inet. received authority from the 
revolutionary command to legis- 
late by decree during a transition 
period prior to promised free elec- 
tions. 


Nasser meanwhile told a crowd 
of 100,000 in Cairo’s Republic 
Square: 


“We lost some battles, but the 
final result was always for the 
principles for which we fought. 


LONG-RANGE AIMS 


“Our aims are long-reaching, 
they do not depend on events of 
the hour,’’ Nasser said, declaring, 
“the United Arab Republic must 
always remain a fortress for 
Arab nationalism.” 


The actions by the Jordan gov- 
ernment of King Hussein and 
Turkey in recognizing the new 
Syrian regime might be the fore- 
runner to similar steps by other 
foes of Nasser in the Middle 
East, particularly Iraq’s Premier 
Abdel Karim Kassem. 


There was no immediate offi- 
cial comment in Iraq, but Bagh- 
dad newspapers published full de- 
tails of the revolt. Al Thawra, 
Baghdad's only independent pa- 
per, condemned the uprising as a 
“secessionist movement led by 
criminals and mutineers serving 
imperialism.”’ 


SEES PRESTIGE LOSS 


The Israeli press asserted Nas- 
ser will suffer a great prestige 
loss, whatever the outcome of the 
revolt. 


Hussein, who many times has 
charged Nasser with designs on 
Jordan’s throne and _independ- 
ence, wished the new Syrian gov- 
ernment success and pledged his 
support. 

Turkey long has had misgivings 
about Nasser. Its lack of en- 
thusiasm for him traces in part 
back to Nasser’s refusal to par- 
ticipate in the Baghdad Pact, now 
known as the Central Treaty Or- 
ganization. In addition,

HAVANA (UPI) — Two more 
Fidel Castro foes were executed 
Friday only hours after the revo- 
lutionary leader warned his ene- 
mies that his firing squads have 
only begun their work. 


~The executions brought this 
month's total to 28 and this year’s 
to 119. An estimated 952 persons 
have died before firing squads 
since Castro took office in Janu- 
ary, 1959. 


FORMER FOLLOWER 


The two men shot today were a 
former Castro army lieutenant, 
Marcos Antonio Vazquez Gomez, 
accused of leading an armed up- 
rising against the government, 
and Ernesto Perez Morales, ac- 
cused of spying for the U.S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. 


Forty-four other Castro foes, in- 
cluding two women and four for- 
mer army men, received prison 
terms ranging from one to 20 
years. 


The indictment against Perez 


Morales, the alleged CIA agent, | 


said he was carrying 15,000 pesos 
when arrested.

67 ON TRIAL 


A new mass trial of 67 persons 
started in Santiago.

Down in Gainesville, Florida-takes on Florida State in an an- 
nual grudge bout; LSU hosts Texas A&M, and Mississippi State 
goes to Houston. 


After an ordinary 19-8-1 kickoff last week, let's take another 
look at the crystal ball. 


Neely and Dodd, two of the game’s most successful and re 
spected coaches, will be matching strategy at Grant Field. Both 
teams are armed with experienced, hard-nosed troops. 


Rice recovered from last year’s 16-13 loss te Tech in the 
opener and roared into the Sugar Bowl. Ironically, Tech scored 
more points against Rice than any other foe; yet the Engineers 
never crossed the Owl goal. Three field goals and a blocked 
punt turned the trick in a mud battle. 


Though the chore wasn’t as easy as the 16-3 score indicated, 
Rice was indeed impressive against highly regarded LSU last week. 
Quarterback Billy Cox hurled two touchdown passes to gun down 
the Bengals. All-Southwest end Johnny Burrell and fullback Ro- 
land Jackson and their playmates are eager to avenge last year’s 
reversal. 


Stan Gann and Billy Lothridge pitched TD strikes against South- 
ern Cal, and a pitching duel may materialize. Of course Tech will 
rely heavily on the running of halfbacks Billy Williamson, Chick 
Graning and Joe Auer and fullback Mike McNames. 


But these teams appear so evenly matched that the toe may 
decide the winner.

Vanderbilt, which scored one TD against Georgia and failed to 
score again in SEC competition, is stronger. After a wobbly start 
against West Virginia last Saturday, the Commodores closed strong 
for a 16-6 victory. .

NEW YORK (# — Iowa and Ohio State, ranked 
first and third among the nation’s college football pow- 
ers even though they have yet to see action this season, 
put their gaudy reputations on the line Saturday as 
part of a full salvo of games. 


lowa’s Hawkeyes also will have 
new Coach Jerry Burnes on the 
spot when they play at home 
against injury-riddled California. 
Burnes inherited a wealth of tal- 
ent from Forest Evashevski, in- 
cluding eight starters from last 
year’s team that finished with a 
8-1 record and was co-champion 
of the Big Ten. 


The Hawkeyes were the pre- 
season choice of the Associated 
Press’ panel of experts to be the 
top team when the campaign 
closes in December and were 
picked No. 1 in the season’s first 
poll this week. 


They have their No. 1 back- 
field of 1960, made up of quar- 
terback Wilburn Hollis, half- 
backs Sammie Harris and Larry 
Ferguson and fullback Joe Wil- 
liams, intact. They also have 
four other starters from last 
year in the line and are a four- 
touchdown favorite over Cal, 
without its No. 1 quarterback 
Randy Gold. 


The Buckeyes of Coach Woody 
Hayes once more will have All- 
America fullback Bob Ferguson 
to lead their devastating ground 
attack. However, Ohio State 
should get a good shakedown 
cruise against a tough Texas 
Christian team that upset Kansas, 
17-16 last week. 


The only other top-ranked 
team to make its debut is Michi- 
gan State (No. 10) and the Spar- 
tans play Wisconsin (1-0) in the 
Big Ten conference opener. Mich- 
igan State is blessed with a big, 
mobile line and one of the con- 
ference’s top backs in Gary Ball- 
man. Wisconsin will rely on its 
aerial game, led by quarterback 
Ron Miller. 


Mississippi (1-0), the second- 
ranked team, plays Kentucky in a 
night game, opening defense of its 
Southeastern Conference title. The 
Rebels showed a strong offense 
last week in beating Arkansas, 
16-0 as quarterback Doug Elmore 
took over for the graduated All- 
America Jake Gibbs.

Mrs. John F. Kennedy has 
nothing on the homefolks in her 
search for antiques and her ad- 
miration for certain ones. A re- 
cent national magazine article 
described and pictured some of 
Jackie Kennedy’s preferences in 
antiques.

In the dining room of Thorn- 
ton House are six applewood 
chairs in the Hepplewhite style. 
They are the only known set of 
six such matching chairs in 
Georgia. They have straight 
tapered legs. The backs fea- 
ture a carved and pierced urn 
supported by two fine pieces 
of applewood, carved to resem- 
ble the silhouette of a dolphin. 


Mr. Nonemaker says that the 
dining chairs are so unusual 
because, being a set in Hepple- 
white style, they have not been 
found in this part of the coun- 
try before. 


“Another unusual example of 
antique chair is found in the 
girl’s bedroom at the house,” 
the curator explained. ‘These 
chairs, a set of four bamboo 
Windsors, are painted black.

Elevates ‘Mr. Sam’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Official hostesses take note: 


President Kénnedy has “‘promoted” Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas to the social rank of ‘Third Man’’ Washington. — 

The upping of the Speaker from fifth to third place in the 
order of official protocol was spotlighted in the new “Social List 
of Washington.” 


The President promised on inauguration day to jump ‘Mr. 
Sam’’ to third place in seating at official functions. But the move 
was made so quietly by the State Department that it remained a 
secret. 


At official dinners in the past few months, however, Rayburn 
has been given the new rank due him. He edged out of third place 
Chief Justice of the United States Earl Warren. 


The speaker was given the higher rank, according to an ad- 
ministrative aide, because he is considered an elected official closer 
to the people than a presidential appointee, which Warren is. 


It also is in line with the presidential succession act in which 
the speaker follows the vice president should the president be un- 
able to continue his duties. In the new list, the chief justice 
now rates fourth place and former presidents rank fifth. 


White House aides also indicated other protocol changes are 
currently under study. 


The Social List, popularly called ‘“‘The Green Book” because 
of its green suede cover, is the social Bible of Washington and 
ranks with the Social Register of New York. 


The new issue reflects the political changeover in the White 
House, after departure of the Eisenhower administration, and 
several names from ‘‘New Frontier’’ officialdom have been added. 
There are more than 1,000 new names in the book, now in its 
31st edition, and about 700 are members of the new Official 
Family. 

At the same time, the book, published by Mrs. Carolyn Hag- 
ner Shaw, has dropped some 700 names. More than 500 persons 
applied for inclusion this year, Mrs. Shaw said. But less than 
100 were approved by the Board of Governors. 


Each year Mrs. Shaw goes into an explanation that she has 
nothing to do with the board and that its decisions are final. She 
notes that there are many who ‘“‘firmly believe the board is myth- 
ical,’’ but she insisted that is not so.

Post Office 
Tells Why It 
Fired Law 


WASHINGTON (® — The Post 
Office Department Friday dis- 
closed the charges that brought 
dismissal of W. W. Law, Georgia 
head of the NAACP, from his 
mail carrier job in Savannah. 
They included an accusation he 
had committed an indecent act 
on the lawn of a home on his 
route. 


The others were that he had 
mishandled forms used to guar- 
antee forwarding of mail, had in- 
flated the count of the mail 
volume he carried, had left his 
route regularly for lengthy pe- 
riods to visit an office building 
and spent too much time in his 
mail deliveries. 


COMPLETES REVIEW 


A special three-man board con- 
cluded Friday a day-long review 
of law’s appeal from his dis- 
missal. Shortly afterward, Clar- 
ence Mitchell, director of the 
Washington office of the NAACP, 
told newsmen he had testified at 
the review that Law’s job was 
taken for political reasons. He 
charged that in this sense the 
issue involved represented an at- 
tack on the entire Civil Service 
system in the United States. 


J. F. Kelleher, assistant to the 
postmaster general, responded 
almost immediately with a 
lengthy statement to the press 
saying the Post Office Depart- 
mcont was “reluctantly’’ revealing 
the charges against Law “as a 
result of persistent and repeated 
distortions of the facts made in 
statements outside the depart- 


NOT TOLD 


The charges had not been pre- 
viously disclosed. 


Mitchell, informed of the de- 
partment’s action, said: 


“The Post Office Department is 
being grossly unfair in revealing 
the charges. It had said again 
and again it would not do so. It 
seems to me they are trying to 
divert attention from the issue. 


“There was not the slightest 
bit of evidence introduced at the 
hearings or placed in the record 
that would support this type of 
thing (the charges). They have 
no bearing on the case.’’ 


He said it was now the top 
echelon of the Post Office De- 
partment that was trying to crush 
Law, “not just segregationists.”’ 

The three-man board met Fri- 
day behind closed doors and 
would not discuss the case with 
newsmen afterward.
